This act shall not take effect until approved by a Referendum, 
majority vote of the qualified electors of the township of 
Arcada. 

Sec. 3. This act is hereby 'declared to be immediately 
necessary for the preservation of the public peace, health and 
safety.

Sect^ion 1. Sections two and five of act number three hun- sectiona 
dred eighty-four of the Local Acts of nineteen hundred three, ^^<^®<^* 
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approved April two, nineteen hundred three^ as amended by 
act number six hundred seven of the Local Acts of nineteen 
hundred five, entitled "An act to provide for the manner of 
taking testimony before the probate court, justice of the 
peace and coroners in the county of Oakland, and to provide 
for the appointment, fix the term of office and prescribe the 
duties, liabilities and compensation of a stenographer and 
assistant stenographer for the said courts, and to repeal act 
number three hundred seventy-seven of the Local Acts of the 
State of Michigan for the year eighteen hundred ninety-five," 
are hereby amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 2. The probate and justice court stenographer for the 
county of Oakland shall be in attendance at the probate 
court on all days designated by the judge of probate as court 
days and at such other times as the judge of probate may 
direct, and shall take stenographic notes of all evidence 
given, and shall when directed by the judge of probate, trans- 
cribe the same or any part thereof forthwith, and file the 
same with said court. 

Sec. 5. The stenographer or assistant stenographer when 
requested so to do by the judge of probate shall attend all 
hearings and trials in the probate court and juvenile court; 
and shall, when directed by the judge of probate forthwith 
transcribe a full, correct and properly certified transcript of 
the whole or any part of the testimony, order made, or any 
part of the proceedings in any hearing or trial: Provided, 
That in hearings for admission of last will and testaments to 
probate, in hearings held for the purpose of securing or 
granting permission to administrators, executors and guar- 
dians for the purpose of selling, encumbering or mortgaging 
real estate, or in any proceeding in the probate court where 
the statute requires the testimony to be signed by the wit- 
nesses giving testimony, such testimony w^hen so taken, 
transcribed and certified by the stenographer or assistant 
stenographer, taking said testimony, need not be signed by 
the several witnesses, and such certified transcript of said 
evidence shall have the same force and effect in all proceed- 
ings in the probate court, where the statute now or hereafter 
may require the signed testimony of witnesses, as if such 
evidence was reduced to writing by the judge of probate, or 
under his direction, and signed by the witnesses respectively.

hundred three, as last amended by act number three hun- 
dred sixty-five of the Local Acts of nineteen hundred five. 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

Section 1. Section six of act number five hundred forty- ^^*|^^^ 
«ix of the Local Acts of nineteen hundred three, entitled "An 
act to amend sections three, five and six of the Local Acts of 
eighteen hundred ninety-seven, entitled An act to incorporate 
the public schools in the city of Ironwood, in the county of 
Gogebic, and to repeal all acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
therewith,' and to add three new sections thereto to stand 
and be known as sections three-a, three-b and three-c," ap- . 
proved June eighteen, nineteen hundred three, as last 
amended by act number three hundred sixty-five of the Local 
Acts of nineteen hundred five, is hereby amended to read as 
follows : 

Sec. 6. Whenever the necessities of the district shall re- school sites, 
•quire the erection of a new school building or buildings, the acquire, etc. 
board of trustees shall haive complete authority to designate 
a school site or sites for the same, and thereupon may pro- 
ceed to acquire said site or sites by purchase, lease or by 
condemnation. It shall not be necessary for the board of 
trustees to call a meeting of the district to submit the ques- 
tion of designating a school site to the qualified electors 
thereof. But no new school buildings shall be erected by said 
board of trustees, unless the qualified electors of the district 
:shall authorize the same at the annual meeting or at a 
special meeting of the district called for such purpose. In Bond issue. 
order to carry out the provisions of this section and raise 
money to meet the expense incurred, the district may borrow 
money on the faith and credit of the district and issue its 
bonds therefor. The manner of bonding shall be in accord- 
.ance with the general school laws of the State: Provided, ^roviao. . 
however, The board of trustees shall have power, at any 
time it deems expedient, to refund a prior issue of bonds, or 
any portion thereof, to issue new bonds to raise money to re- 
fund the same ; and, in such case, it shall not be necessary to 
.submit the question of issuing such bonds to the electors of 
the district for their approval. All refunding bonds shalL t 
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bear interest not exceeding six per cent per annum, as may 
be fixed by the board of trustees. The bonded indebtedness 
of the district shall not, at any one time, exceed the sum 
of two hundred fifty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of this act shall not take effect until 
approved by a majority of the electors voting thereon in the 
city of Ironwood, at a special election to h^ called by the 
board of education of said city in its discretion after the 
passage of this act. The question of the adoption of this 
amendment shall be submitted to the qualified school electors 
of said city. The vote upon such proposition shall be by 
ballot and shall be substantially in the following form:

Section 1. Section four of an act entitled "An act to in- 
corporate the Union school district of the city of Owosso,'^ 
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approved March twenty-two, eighteen hundred seventy-one, 
and the acts amendatory thereof, is hereby amended by add- 
ing a new subdivision to said section four, said amended sec- 
tion four to read as follows:

Seventh. The board of education shall have authority and To designate, 
it shall be its duty to designate and establish such number of ®*^* ^"^' 
sites for school houses and school grounds in the district as 
in its judgment may be necessary, and to purchase and pro- 
cure the lands therefor, and to erect and maintain thereon, 
in proper repair, convenient and suitable school houses and 
buildings for the use of the public schools, and to provide the 
proper furniture and appurtenances for such buildings and 
grounds. It may also lease lands and buildings for the use 
of the schools, and may sell and dispose of any lands and 
property of the district when no longer needed. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of this act shall not take effect until Referendum, 
approved by a majority of the electors voting thereon in the 
Union school district of the city of Owosso at the next gen- 
eral or special election held after the passage of this act. The 
question shall be submitted to the electors of said school dis- 
trict. The vote on such proposition shall be by ballot, which ^^^t°' 
shall be substantially in the following form :

Section 1. Act number two hundred eighty-seven of the 
Local Acts of the State of Michigan for the year eighteen hun- 
dred eighty-five, entitled "An act to prohibit all fishing with 
nets in Black Biver lake. Black river, and in the streams 
tributary to said lake in Ottawa county, and Kalamazoo lake 
and Kalamazoo river, Allegan county," approved March 
twentieth, eighteen hundred eighty-five, except as the same 
applies to Ottawa county, is hereby repealed: Provided, 
That the provisions of this act shall not take effect until 
approved by a majority of the electors voting thereon in the 
various counties to be affected hereby.

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

Section 1. Sections six and eleven of act number five hun- sections 
dred ninety-nine of the Local Acts of nineteen hundred seven, *™®^*^®^- 
entitled "An act to provide for the creation of a board of 
county auditors for the county of Bay, to prescribe the 
powers and duties of its members, and to provide for their 
compensation," approved June twelve, nineteen hundred 
seven, are hereby amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 6. The said board shall have power, and it is hereby power of 
expressly authorized and directed: ^^*"^* 

First, To audit all claims which are chargeable against Bay 
county, as in section five above provided, and to draw war- 
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rants therefor, duly signed by its chairman and counter- 
signed by its secretary, but no warrant shall be drawn or 
issued by said board, except for the amount of a just claim 
against said county, which has been duly allowed by ^aid 
board ; 

Second, To examine the books and accounts of all county 
officers. The said board may, as often as it deems necessary, 
require the accounts and vouchers of any county officer to be 
presented, and after the same shall have been examined and 
audited by said board, it shall not be required that said ac- 
count be again audited by the county board of supervisors for 
examination. Whenever any moneys are paid to the county 
treasurer by an officer or agent of Bay county, such officer or 
agent shall take a duplicate receipt therefor, which shall be 
filed forthwith in the office of said board, and said county 
treasurer shall, at the end of each month, and at such other 
times as may be required by said board, report to said board 
all moneys received by him, from and after making his last 
report ; 

Third, To require any county officer to make a report under 
oath of any subject or matter connected with the duties of 
his office. Any person violating the provisions of this sub- 
division shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished as pro- 
vided in section five hereof; 

Fourth, To summon witnesses, administer oaths and take 
testimony as to the legality or justness of any bill or claim 
pending before said board; 

Fifth, To publish in the official paper of said county of 
Bay, on or before the tenth day of each month, a statement 
signed by the clerk of said board, of all claims against the 
county passed upon by the board during the preceding month, 
the amount thereof, by whom presented, and whether allowed 
or disallowed in whole or in part; 

Sixth, To prepare annually before the first day of October 
of each year, a detailed estimate of the necessary expenses of 
the county of Bay for the ensuing calendar year, together 
with an estimate of the probable receipts of the county from 
all sources, other than taxation. These estimates shall be 
presented to the board of supervisors at its annual October 
session on the first day of such session, with the recommenda- 
tion of said board of auditors as to the amount of money 
necessary to be raised for taxation for the several purposes 
of county expenditure. 
Bond and Sec. 11. Before entering upon his official duties each mem- 

ber of the board of auditors shall execute a bond in the sum 
of two thousand dollars, with a competent and sufficient in- 
demnity company as surety, to be approved by the circuit 
judge of Bay county, assuring the faithful performance of 
their respective duties, and shall take and subscribe the con- 
stitutional oath of office, and file the same in the office of the 
county clerk. 
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Sec. 11a. At the first general election to be held in Bay when question 
county after the passage of this act, the question of go ®^^™^"®^* 
amending said act number five hundred ninety-nine of the 
local acts of nineteen hundred seven shall be submitted to 
the qualified electors of Bay county.

and twenty, providing for the issuance of bonds for side- 
walk construction in said township.

Act amended. SECTION 1. Act number three hundred forty-one of the 
Local Acts of nineteen hundred three, entitled "An act to em- 
power the township board of the township of Carrollton, 
Saginaw county, to cause sidewalks to be repaired, con- 
structed and reconstructed along the streets and highways 
in said township, and authorizing the expense thereof to be

Sec. 18. No action shall hereafter be brought against said Actions 
township or any of its boards or officers for any injury al- noUce,"etc.

thereto as the result of any negligence on the part of the 
township or any board or officer thereof, unless the person 
injured shall serve or cause to be served within thirty days 
after such injury shall have occurred, a notice in writing on 
the township board of said township, which notice shall set 
forth substantially the time when and the place where the in- 
jury took place, the manner in tvhich it occurred and the ex- 
tent of such injury, as far as the same has become known, 
and that the person receiving such injury intends to hold the 
township liable for such damages as may have been sustained 
by him. All facts relating to such personal injuries shall be Affidavit, 
set forth in an affidavit made by claimant. Such affidavit ""^^ **" ^***^- 
shall also state the names and addresses of all claimants, wit- 
nesses, the name of the attending physician, if any, the 
amount of money, if any, expended for medical attendance, 
the loss of time and value thereof, and shall fully describe 
the nature and extent of the injury received, and the amount 
of compensation claimed by reason of such damage or injury. 
All claims for damages against the township growing out of Claims, how 
negligence or default of said township, or of any officer or p^®^®^*®^- 
employe thereof, shall be presented in the manner above pro- 
vided within thirty days after such damage has been sus- 
tained or received, and, in default thereof, shall be thereafter 
forever barred. No action shall be maintained in any case 
unless the same be brought within one year after such injury 
shall be received. 
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Sec. 19. The township board of said township may, if in 
its judgment it shall be liable and such payment shall be 
advisable, settle any claim against the township to an 
amount not in excess of two hundred dollars for any injury 
alleged to have occurred through the negligent construction 
or neglect to repair any sidewalk or crosswalk. 

Sec. 20. This act shall not take effect until it shall have 
been ratified or approved by a majority of the electors voting 
thereon at any special or general election at which the ques- 
tion of the ratification or approval of this act shall be sub- 
mitted to the voters of said township.

Section 1. Sections one, two, three, four, five, six, seven 
and eight of act number two hundred seventy-eight of the 
Local Acts of eighteen hundred eighty-nine, entitled "An act 
to establish a bridge district in Bay county, and to provide 
for the appointment and election of commissioners, and for 
the construction, care and maintenance of bridges therein," 
approved January twenty-eight, eighteen hundred eighty- 
nine, as amended, are hereby amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 1. The territory embraced within the limits of the 
city of of Bay City, as the same is now bounded, or may be 
hereafter bounded, is hereby declared to be a bridge district. 

Sec. 2. A commission heretofore created and known as the 
"Bay county bridge commission," shall be hereafter continued 
and known as the "Bay City bridge commission," and be 
composed of five members who shall be residents of Bay City. 
The present members of the said Bay county bridge commis- 
sion shall continue in office as Bay City bridge commissioners 
during the time for which they were elected members of the 
Bay county bridge commission and uintil their successors are 
elected and qualified. At the annual city election on the first 
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Monday of April each year, there shall be elected one bridge 
commissioner by the qualified electors of said city the same 
as other city officers are elected. The term of office of such Term of 
commissioners shall be five years and until their successors ^^^* ®*^' 
are elected and qualified. Such members so elected shall take 
the oath of office within ten days after their election, and 
each commissioner shall give a bond to the people of the 
State of Michigan in the sum of five thousand dollars, with 
sufficient surety or sureties to be approved by the mayor and 
comptroller of Bay City, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of such office, and file the same to- 
gether with such oath of office with the city recorder. 

Sec. 3. Said commission shall be a body corporate, to be service of 
known as the Bay City bridge commission, and may sue and ^* Process. 
be sued. All legal process against said commission shall be 
served on the chairman or clerk thereof. The title to all 
bridges crossing the Saginaw river within said bridge district 
and all material and property used in connection with such 
bridges shall vest in said commission, but no contract for any 
purpose whatever in connection with said bridges shall be 
awarded by said commission until the same has been ap- 
proved by the common council of Bay City. All moneys on 
hand and unexpended by the Bay county bridge commission, 
which have heretofore been raised for the construction, care 
and maintenance of bridges across the Saginaw river in said 
bridge district, and such other moneys as may hereafter accrue 
for such purposes shall also vest in said bridge commission. 
Said commission may employ all necessary agents, assistants May employ 
and laborers to carry into effect the purposes of this act, and *^®^*^' ®**^ 
shall build, rebuild, modify or abandon such bridge or 
bridges as shall be approved by the common council of Bay 
City. 

Sec. 4. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of Bridge tax, 
this act, the commission shall in the month of January in mine, etc! ^^ 
each year determine what amount of money it will be neces- 
sary to raise for bridge purposes in said* bridge district dur- 
ing the year then next ensuing, and shall certify the same to 
the common council for approval, which amount may be re- 
duced by the common council or the board of estimates. The 
amount so approved by the common council and the board of 
estimates, shall be levied and assessed against all the prop- 
erty of the city on the annual city tax rolls, the same as other 
city taxes are levied. Such taxes shall be put in a separate 
column on such rolls, headed "Bridge tax," and shall be col- 
lected in the same manner as other city taxes and paid into 
the treasury of Bay City, and shall be kept in a separate 
fund to be known as the bridge fund, and it shall be paid out 
and drawn from on the recommendation of the bridge com- 
mission in the same manner as other city moneys are paid 
out of the city treasury : Provided^ That not exceeding two Proviso, 
mills on a dollar shall be levied for such bridge purposes on ^^ ^"^^*- 
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the assessed valuation of said city in any one year. All 
moneys that shall come under control of said commission 
by virtue of this act, shallbe expended exclusively for the 
purpose of building, repairing and operating said bridges 
and the approaches thereto: Provided^ That in all cases 
where any work on any of said bridges shall exceed in the 
aggregate the sum of one thousand dollars, including labor 
and material, it shall be the duty of said commission to ad- 
vertise for sealed proposals and contract with the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder, giving good and sufficient security to said 
commission for the performance of said work and the same 
shall be submitted to the common council for its approval. 
Not less than ten days' notice shall be given by said commis- 
sion of the time and place of letting such contracts by ad- 
vertising in one or more of the daily newspapers in Bay City 
with at least five insertions of such notice. 

Sec. 5. No member of said commission shall be interested 
in any way in any contracts that may be made in the per- 
formance of its duties, or in the purchase or sale of any ma- 
terial, or in any labor employed by such commission. It 
shall elect one of its number chairman of said commission, 
and all orders drawn for moneys shall be signed by the clerk 
and countersigned by such chairman, and all recommenda- 
tions for orders to be drawn on such bridge fund shall be 
signed by the clerk and chairman of such commission. The 
members of such commission shall receive no salary or other 
compensation whatever for their services. Three members of 
such commission shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business, and no action shall be taken without the 
concurrence of at least three members thereof. A less num- 
ber may adjourn from time to time. Said commission shall 
during the month of July of each year cause to be made out 
and published in one or more newspapers published in Bay 
City, an itemized statement of all its receipts and disburse- 
ments, and shall also at any time upon demand furnish 
itemized statements to the common council of said city. 

Sec. 6. No person holding any county or city office shall be 
eligible to the office of bridge commissioner. In case a va- 
cancj" shall occur on said commission, such vacancy shall be 
filled by appointment by the common council of Bay City, 
and the person so appointed shall hold his office until the 
next annual city election, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. At the next annual city election after such 
appointment, such vacancy shall be filled by election in the 
manner hereinbefore provided, which election shall be only 
for the unexpired term of such office. 

Sec. 7. Said bridge commission shall under the powers and 
and authority of this act build and construct such bridges 
across the Saginaw river, and at such points as shall be di- 
rected and approved by the common council, and shall repair 
and maintain and continue to care for and maintain all 
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bridges within said bridge district which are now built or 
may hereafter be constructed : Provided^ That said commis- Proviso, 
sion shall not have power to enter into a contract with any contraSs.*^' 
street railway company or other railroad company, corpora- 
tion or individual to use any of said bridges until «uch con- 
tract shall be authorized and approved by the common coun- 
cil. The said bridges specified in this act shall not be con- 
sidered a part of the streets or highways of said city, nor be 
considered in connection with any franchises heretofore or 
hereafter given. 

Sec. 8. The city attorney of Bay City by virtue of his office citv attorney 
shall be the legal adviser and counsel of said bridge commis- ° ^^^' ®^^" 
sion, shall bring all suits brought by and defend all suits 
brought against said commission, and shall counsel and ad- 
vise said commission on all legal questions which come before 
it. The city clerk of Bay City by virtue of his office shall be 
the clerk of said commission, and shall keep a record of the 
proceedings of said commission, which shall at all times be 
open to public inspection in his office. The city surveyor, by 
virtue of his office, shall be surveyor for said commission. 

Sec. 9. At the first general election held after the passage Referendum, 
of this act, the question of so amending said act number two 
hundred seventy-eight of the local acts of eighteen hundred 
eighty-nine, shall be submitted to the qualified electors of 
Bay City. The vote upon such proposition shall be by ballot, BaUot, 
which shall be substantially in the following form: form of.

He shall 
keep an account of and be charged with all taxes and moneys 
appropriated, raised, or received for each fund of the cor- 
poration, and shall keep a separate account of each fund, and 
shall credit thereto all moneys raised, paid in, or appro- 
priated therefor, and shall pay every warrant out of the par- 
ticular fund constituted or raised for the purpose for which 
the warrant was issued and having the name of such fund 
endorsed thereon by the clerk. The treasurer may also, sub- Deputy, 
ject to the approval of the council, appoint a deputy, who 
shall possess all the powers and authority of the treasurer, 
subject to the control of the treasurer ; and the treasurer and 
his bondsmen shall be liable for the acts and defaults of 
such deputy. Such deputy shall be paid for his services by 
the treasurer, unless otherwise provided by the council, and 
such deputy may be removed at the will of the treasurer.
